Rice Arrives - 
From Siam 


The Kéwloon U.N.P, R.A. Port 
Office has received on: behalf of 
C.NLULRA., In the port of Hong 
Kong. 10,300 tons of rice from 
Siam, part of the allocation of 
14,500 tons for the Inst quar- 
ter of last year, according to 
figures at the U.N.R.IRA. office. 


This figure includes the 2,000 
tons of rice which arrived here 
yesterday afternoon on board 
the “Hermelin” from Siam. Of 
the firat shipment of 8,300 tons 
of rice aboard the “Frank * B. 
Kellogg," which arrived here 
lat month, 4,000 -tons were a 
gift from overseas Chincse in 
Siam, while the remaining 4,300 


tons were part of the 14,600 ton. 


allocation. 


Outside of these two ahip- 
ments from Sinm, U.N.R.R.A. 
has also received in the port of 
Hong Kong, 18,000 bugs, weigh- 
ing 100 pounds each, of rice 
from the States, xooard the 
“Nalrnbank,” which 
here on February 12, the firgt 
ship to bring American rice into 
the Colony since: the war ended. 


The saccond and last shipment 
to date of American rice was 
aboard the “Dr. Lykes” which 
also arrived here in February, 
with 47,666 bags of rice, weigh- 
ing 100 pounds to the bag. 

The rice is received in Hong 
Kong by U.N.R.R.A. and turned 
over to CN.RRA. for distri- 
butién in China, The’ remain- 
ing 4,200 tons of rice from the 
Sinm allocation for China, is 
expected to arrive here in the 


near future,—Aasocfated Press. 


WOOD DEALER, FINED
